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Thousands 
take part 
in call-up 

Bast Military Correspondent 
• The military call-up exercise 
which started at noon yesterday will 
wind up this morning’, with 
thousands of reservists having 
reported to their unite and several 
hundred vehicles having been turned 
over — temporarily — to the 
authorities. 

Military officials questioned last 
night said that at this early stage 
they were satisfied with the manner 
in which the exercise had been 
carried out, and that initial reports 
point to a high degree of participa- 
tion. 

Seven code words — such as 
"united hearts"; colours of the rain- 
bow"; "swamp narcissus” and! 
"stormy and excited" — were broad- 
cast throughout the day and night on 
radio and television, and thousands 
of pink leaflets were dropped by air 
over major centres of population. 

The exercise — the second in two 
months — is designed to test the 
overall state of alertness of the arm- 
ed forces, and to 1 provide a basis 
upon which to institute im- 
provements in the general call-up 
procedures. 

The men called into service for the 
day were representative of various 
units, and constitute a sampling 
upon which conclusions can be 
drawn about the entire system. 

The exercise was reviewed by 
Defence Minister Brer Welzman, 
who arrived at a call-up station in 
the capital together with Head of the 
General Staff Branch Aluf Yekutiel 
Adam In the early afternoon.

Wife drags war criminal 
Kappler from Rome 
hospital in suitcase 
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BONN. 7- Convicted Nazi war 
criminal Herbert Kappler, apparent- 
ly stuffed into a large suitcase and 
dragged to a waiting car by his wife, 
escaped from a Rome hospital 
yesterday and reportedly made his 
way to West Germany, Italian and 
German officials said. 

Italian Defence Minister Vito Lat- 
tanzio said in Rome that the 70-year-., 
old. cancer-emaciated Kappler, 
weighing only 48 kg., was carried out 
of the military hospital at about 1 
a.m. 

The former Gestapo official was 
serving a life term for the reprisal 
slaying of 335 Italian civilians in 
German-occupied Rome, and far the 
past several months had been under 
treatment for his illness .at the 
hospital on a hill overlooking the' 
Colosseum. 

Later, the Italian news agency 
ANSA said Premier Glulio Andreotti 
had instructed the Italian Am- 
bassador in Bonn to seek Kappler' a 
extradition. 

West German government 
spokesman Armin Gruenewald said 
here that authorities received a 
telephone call from Kappler's wife. 
Anneliese Kappler- Wenger, who said 
her husband was In the country. His 
exact whereabouts were not known. 
Gruenewald said. Kappler’s wife 
lives in Soltau, in the northeastern 
part of the country. ..... 

The Italian defence minister said 
guards checked Kappler's' room as 
. usual through a peephole during the 
night but that a dummy made of 
pillows and a wig used to simulate 
the sleeping Kappler led them to 
believe nothing was amiss. The es- 
cape was discovered at about 10 
a.m., he said. 

Lattanzio void Kappler's wife 
rented a large passenger car last' 
Friday and parked it the same day in 
the courtyard of the hospital while 
making a regular, authorized visit to 


her husband. There was no explana- 
tion of how Kappler slipped by the 
hospital security. Kappler's lawyer 
said he had Always been under 
guard. 

Lattanzio, asked if it was possible 
for Mrs. Kappler to have carried the 
case alone, as the police guards 
reported, said: "I understand she is 
‘ a very robust lady. She carried or 
dragged the case to the third floor- 
lift, rode down to the ground floor, 
and loaded It into a. waiting rental 
car." 

Reached by telephone at Mrs. 
Kappler- Wenger’s number in Soltau, 
a woman who Identified herself only 
as her sister told the Associated 
Press: "I don't know anything. I 
don't know any more than you can 
hear on the news." 

In Wiesbaden, the federal criminal 
office said it had launched a search 
for Kappler at the request of the 
Rome office of Interpol, the Inter- 
national police agency. 

Kappler. was one of two former 
German Reich 'officers- serving 
terms for war crimes in Italy. The 
other is former Major Walter Re der, 
also convicted of shooting civilians. 

Kappler had said he wanted -to die 
in Germany, but Italy’s highest 
court ruled last December against 
setting him free.

CIA chief: U.S. well ahead 
of Soviet military technique 
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WASHINGTON (UPI). — Central 
Intelligence Agency director 
Stanafleld Turner has told Congress 
the United States Is "well ahead" of 
the 8oviet Union in military 
technology while China Is 10 to 20 
years behind the Russians. 

Turner gave his assessment to the 
joint economic committee on June 
23. A summary and some direct 
testimony were released yesterday. 
Other paxta of the presentation were 
made public earlier this month. 

Sen. William Praxmire asked the 
CIA director whether it was a "fair 
statement" the Soviet Union trails 
the United States in all aspects of 
military technology. 

Turner replied: ‘7 would be a little 
loathe to make a categorical state- 
ment that they are not ahead trf ua In 
any. 

"They are certainly ahead of us In 
some areas of application,” Turner 
added. “In some areas of command, 


control of communications of 
military, forces I would say' they are 
ahead of us in application more than 
-in technology — that is they put more 
resources into that area." 

But Turner said, "An overall 
1 assessment would be that we are well 
ahead of them in military 
technology. With brute force techni- 
que, however, they do achieve about 
the same end result In many areas 
that we do with much more 
sophisticated techniques,” he added. 
"For example, they will put multiple 
' comp u te r s tn a system, each of much 
less sophistication than the one we 
put in ours." 

On the basis of Turner's testimony, 
Praxmire said the Chinese rely on 
copies of Soviet weapons developed 
in the 1950s and added “they are 
' about 20 years behind the Soviet 
Union, let alone ourselves. Isn't that 
so?" 

Turner replied “Yes, I would say 
15 to 20 yearV 


Lebanon truce begins, 
but fighting goes on 
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BEIRUT (UPI) . — A peace plan for a 
gradual cease-fire along Lebanon's 
embattled southern border with 
Israel officially took effect yesterday 
with no immediate indication of 
moves to quiet the escalating frontier 
fighting. 

As of midnight last night. L e banese 
officials under the Syrian-engineered 
peace plan had the prerogative to in- 
form warring Palestinlan-Lebanese 
leftists and rightists of a dale for sen- 
ding regular Lebanese troops to en- 
force a cease-fire in the south. 

Palestinian rightist 

sources both said shortly before 
noon, however, that they had recdv- - 
ed no such official notification. - 

The notification under the peace 
plan was to be the prelude to a 
mutual troop pullback wttldnr28 days 
and establishment of a l&kUoxaetre 
demilitarized zone along the border. 

But both the military and 
rhetorical war in the south bas es- 
calated sharply since Israel Prime 



Minister Begin went public a week 
ago with -Ms country's military back- 
ing of the rightist militia In the south.

Tanks not supplied, 
Sadat halts cotton 
exports to Russia 

CAIRO (AP). — President Anwar 
Sadat said yesterday that Egypt has 
halted cotton shipments to Moscow 
and to an unnamed Eastern bloc 
country in retaliation for a Soviet 
.ban on tank deliveries to Egypt. The 
semi-official newspaper "Al 
Ahram" identified the country as 
Czechoslovakia. 

Sadat made the announcement 
during a meeting with 70 young 
Egyptians who. are studying in the 
U.S., Canada i»>H the Soviet Union. 
His remarks were recorded and 
broadcast by Cairo Radio. 

The Egyptian President said the 
•cotton shipments were stopped after 
Moscow Instructed an unnamed 
satellite country to discontinue 
delivery of tanks to Egypt. Sadat 
said Egypt had already paid in full 
for the tanks. 

He said that Egypt received less 
than one-fourth of the tanks and that 
the whole deal was one year behind 
schedule. "We shall wait and see 
whether they are going to give us the 
rest of the tanks,” Sadat said, in- 
dicating that the cotton shipments 
might resume if the rest of the tanks 
are delivered. 


Soviet Union says 
it’s ‘a farce* 

MOSCOW (UPI) . — The Tass news 
agency said yesterday the extending 
of full public services to the Arab 
areas by Israel is "another step 
along the road to annexation." 

Calling the move "a farce,” Tass 
said Israel's claim that it wanted to 
provide social and economic benefits 
to the residents of the region “reeks 
of cynicism." 


Moda’i: signs of oil

— Signs of oil 
have been found in three recent 
drillings, Energy and Infrastructure 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l said yes- 
terday.

Carter hopes to move 
Begin by force 
of public opinion

President Jimmy Carter’s im- 
plication on Sunday that he will seek 
the support of Israeli, world Jewish 
and American public opinion to in- 
fluence the Israel government and 
change its views has caused much 
quiet concern in Jerusalem. 

Observers here see the statement, 
part of an ABC-TV Interview sum- 
ming up his first six months in office, 
a 8 a further indication of Carter's 
plan, enunciated In a recent inter- 
view in "Time" magazine, to appeal 
to public opinion over Prime 
Minister Menahem Be gin’s head, in 
an attempt to shift the Israeli leader. 

Carter told "Time" some weeks 
ago that he would try to "marshal" 
such opinion and, in reference to a 
Geneva peace conference, added 
that “if a leader ... should find that 
his position is indirect contravention 
to the position of all the other parties 

involved ... there would be a great 
impetus on that leader to conform 
with the overwhelming opinion." . 

But despite their concern, officials 
in Jerusalem carefully refrained 
from reacting publicly to the 
president’s ABC statement. "Times 
are too sensitive.” an official ex- 
plained, "and we have decided not to 
react over the media to such 
statements." 

In . the ABC Interview, filmed in 
Plains,' Georgia, us August 9 and 
broadcast on Sunday, Carter said: 
“1 think world opinion is very power- 
ful on disputing nations when there is 
a consensus on what ought to be 
done." 

Carter however, has once again 
said 'that he would try to arouse 
public opinion to support his ap- 
proach to the Middle East. "We may , 
or may not be successful, but we are 
going to continue to try in a very 
determined and tenacious way," -he 


told ABC, "And I am going to con- 
tinue to go public with the American 
position." 

Carter said' that he waa "willing to 
accept the criticism of his policies 
from various quarters "as we 
struggle for success." He noted that 
"there is no single attitude among all 
Jews in the world or all Israeli 
citizens. To the extent that Israeli 
leaders genuinely want a peace 
settlement, I think that they have to 
agree that there will be an accep- 
tance of genuine peace on the part of 
the Arabs, an adjustment of boun- 
daries in the Middle East which are 
secure for the Israelis and also 
satisfy the minimum requirements 
of the Arab neighbours and the UN 
resolutions, and some solution to the 
question of the enormous numbers of 
Palestinian refugees who have been 
forced out of their homes and who 
want to have some fair treatment." 

Carter Baid that the three "basic 
elements" put forward by the U.S. 
were designed to help "in the search 
among the different disputing 
nations for some common basis on 
which they can reach agreement. We 
can, only act as an intermediary to 
the extent that the different coun- 
tries trust us." 

Continuing, he said: "So we will 
continue to labour at it. taking slings 
and arrows from all directions, 
criticisms, publicly in nations where 
privately the leaders say that we are 
willing to do this when we come out 
publicly for the same posi tion. _ 

"Quite often for domestic political 
consumption, there is an adamant, 
very disruptive and antagonistic at- 
titude taken on the part of some 
leaders. But we are willing to accept 
this consequence." 

"I don't know how to guarantee an 
ultimate success, but I am willing to 
accept the criticism that comes 
from all parties as we struggle for 
success." 


Begin calls for Labour 
support on PLO issue

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday called on the Labour op- 
position to give its support to his 
government if and when Israel is 
pressed to accept the PLO as a 
negotiating partner. 

At the moment. Begin stressed, 
there was no such pressure, but If 
there were in the future it would 
behove "a responsible opposition" to 
back the government — because the 
rejection of the FLO was a crucial 
issue on which there was near-total 
national consensus. He recalled that 
the Likud, in March 1975, had stood 
behind the Labour government in its 
rejection of the Interim settlement 
package. 

But if Labour declined to act in this 
way, the Government would con- 
tinue on its course regardless, the 
Prime Minister said. 

Replying to a Knesset motion tabl- 
ed by ex-Forelgn Minister Yigal 
Allon sharply criticizing the - 
government's peace policy. Begin 
charged that the rifts with 


Washington over key issues had 
emerged during the previous 
government's tenure. 

He cited the written report of ex- 
Premier Rabin's talk with President 
Carter last March as corroboration 
of this. 

"When did the U.S. first coll for 
PLO participation? When did it call 
for a Palestinian homeland? When 
did it call for Israeli withdrawal to 
the pre-war borders? Not in July 
(when Begin waa in Washington). 
Nor in August (when Secretary 
Vance was here). But on March 8, 
1977 (when Mr. Rabin met with 
President Carter)." 

Begin accused Ra bin of concealing 
the report of his talk irith Carter for 
a urhole month, and then disclosing if 
to Peres and Allon only after 
newspaper pressure. It had never 
been shown to ft e rest of the Cabinet, 
nor to the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, he said.

Labour against steps on areas

Alignment and DMC leaders said 
yesterday that Israel cannot finan- 
cially afford to give residents of the 
administered territories services 
equal to those enjoyed by Israelis. 

Former finance minister 
YehoShna Rabinowitz told the Align- 
ment Knesset faction meeting 
yesterday that implementing the 
Cabinet's decision, taken on Sunday, 
would cost bflllorw of pounds. 

In an obvious reference to his 
criticism. ot the Government's 
earlier decision to cut the defence 
budget by ILL4b^ Opposition leader 
Shimon Peres said: "Implementing 
these decisions would have tremen- 
dous budgetary implications. Will 
the Likud transfer ILl.ib. from the 
defence budget to the development of 
the West Bank?” 

Peres argued that the Cabinet's 
decision was impractical: the Jorda- 
nian law, which Is being enforced la 
the West Bonk, provides free secon- 
dary schooling. Israelis have to pay 
for H. Will the Government collect 
tuition now? Taxes are not levied in 
the West Bank, there is no organized 
book-keeping there sad cheques are 
hardly used. .How will the Govern- 
ment introduce book-keeping? 

Peres also doubted whether the 
Government would introduce health 


insurance schemes, and make sure 
that juveniles are not employed in 
bakeries. Would it give Arabs the 
same children's allowance os Jews? 
he asked. 

M&pam’s secretary-general, Melr 
Talmi, criticized the government’s 
decision as smacking of the begin- 
ning of annexation. Former educa- 
tion minister Aharon Yadlln said it 
was a political decision covered by 
humanitarian fig leaves. 

Mapom and MK Yossi Sarid 
suggested the Alignment demand a 
special Knesset debate. But former 
transport minister Gad Ya’acobi 
suggested the Cabinet's decision was 
sot serious enough to merit it. 

The faction then accepted the 
proposal of former justice minister 
Halim ISadok to demand clarifications 
in the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee before deciding 
whether or not to coll a special 
Knesset debate. 

The Alignment thus tacitly re- 
jected a request by the Democratic 
Movement for Change to Immediate- 
ly call a special Knesset debate. 

The 15-member DMC Knesset fac- 
tion -had discussed the matter at the 
request of MKs Shmuel Toleda.no and 
Mordechai Vlmhuvsky. But the DMC 
is short of the 30 signatures needed to 
summon a special Knesset session. 

During the Alignment Knesset fac- 


tion meeting, Peres agreed to a 
Mapom proposal that the Alignment 
try to deter potential buyers from 
purchasing government-owned 
plants. The Likud wants to sell some, 
and Peres said be 1s personally in 
favour of following the line taken by 
the British Labour Party under 
similar circumstances — declare it 
will nationalize these plants once it 
returns to power. However, Peres 
added, the matter should first be dis- 
cussed in the Labour Party Ex- 
ecutive. 

Some Labour members also op- 
posed Prime Minister Menahem 
Begln's proposal that Holocaust Day, 
which now falls on the 27 of Nissan, 
be combined with Tisha be'Av. This 
matter will also be discussed In the 
Labour Executive, Feres said. 

Earlier, Peres reported on hia 
meeting with U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance last week. Participants 
were implored to keep details secret 

Peres reported he bad indicated to 
Vance that the Alignment believes 
Palestinians should be included in 
the Jordanian delegation, and that 
Israel should not check their iden- 
tities very closely. 

He also supported further interim 
agreements, arguing that an overall 
agreement did not seem feasible. 
These positions are similar to those 
taken when the- Alignment was in 
power. 



on equal rights 
in the ‘areas’

The defence ministry last night an- 
nounced the first of several steps It 
Intends taking to equate living stan- 
dards la the territories with those in 
Israel, as decided upon by the 
Cabinet on Sunday. These In- 
clude: immediate implementation of 
a labour policy in Rafiah and 
Northern Sinai which will prevent 
the exploitation of local inhabitants 
of the area by farmers in the area; 
the implementation over the next 
two montbs of a medical health 
scheme for the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip; and 
an immediate offer of credit to the 
owners of bus companies in the 
areas to purchase new vehicles. 

While only the third plan will re- 
quire any substantial Investment on 
Israel's part, it was pointed out to 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
it has been decided In principle tbat 
any improvement ot services to the 
administered areas will be financed 
by money raised in the Arab world 
and through more efficient tax 
collection. It was also stressed that 
all changes tn the region, apart from 
those which affect Israelis living 
there, will not be enforced against 
the will of the local inhabitants. 

The most urgent of the new 
measures is the regulatio n of labour 
practices in Gaza and northern 


Sinai, 'where moshav owners are 
known to have exploited the local in- 
habitants for years' paying sub- 
standard wages and employing 
under-age children. The new 
regulations, which provide for legal 
steps to be taken against persons 

who contravene them, ensure that 
the same wages and social services 
enjoyed by workers in Israel, will be 
given to workers in Gaza and 
Northern Sinai. 

The decision to set up a medical in- 
surance scheme to all the territories 
was taken last week after a six- 
month study conducted by the 
Military Government and the 
Ministry of Health, in conjunction 
with local employees of the health 
services in the areas. The survey 
found that in many cases services 
were lacking despite the great ad- 
vances made over the past decade. 

The, new scheme, which Defence 
Minister Ezer Welzman wants com- 
pleted and implemented over the 
next 60 days, will provide total 
health services for the inhabitants at 
a cost of between ILSQ and IL6D per 
family per month. Israel's invest- 
ment here is not expected to be 
large, since according to Initial 
costing figures it is expected that the 
money collected from the in- 
habitants themselves will cover the 
outlay. In the case of persons who

U.S. reaction restrained

WASHINGTON. — The United 
States, anxious to avoid aggravating 
what appears to be already gloomy 
prospects for progress towards 
peace In the Middle East, yesterday 
declined to react publicly to the 
Israel Government's decision exten- 
ding certain new rights to Arabs liv- 
ing on the West Barit and Gaza Strip. 

Privately, however, U.S. officials 
were concerned over this latest step, 
which, ironically, appeared to be 
somewhat of a violation of the 
Geneva Convention governing 
military rule in occupied territories. 
Under the terms of the Geneva 
Convention, the occupying authority 
is supposed to maintain the civilian 
jurisdiction and regulations of the 
previous authority, which in this 
case would be Jordan. 

Since the 1987 Six-Day War, the 
United States has regarded the West 
Bank. Gaza Strip, Golan Heights, 
Sinai and East Jerusalem as being 
"occupied." These territories, ac- 
cording to the U.S. .therefore, should 
be governed in accordance with the 
Geneva Convention. 

What was Ironic about the' situa- 
tion was that this latest Israeli step 
would appear, on the surface, to im-* 
prove the living standards of the 
Arabs in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

U.S. sources pointed out that the 
Israeli decision waa apparently 


directed only towards the Arabs liv- 
ing in Judea, Samaria and Gaza — 
and not to those firing in Steal or on 
the Golan Heights. This could be 
seen as politically significant 
because the new Israel Government 
Includes the former territories as 
part of historic Israel, while Sinai 
and the Golan are given a different 
status. 

At the daily news briefing, State 
Department spokesman Hod ding 
Carter declined to comment publicly 
on t he Isra eli decis ion. "I am sl mp- 
ly not prepared” 1 - ‘at this time — to 
discuss anything else on this sub- 
ject," be said. 

It was clear here that the Ad- 
ministration had taken a deliberate 
decision to issue this restrained 
reaction because it wanted to avoid 
repeating the wave of accusations 
and recriminations that followed last 
month's decision by the Israel 
Government to legalize three ex- 
isting settlements on the West Bank. 
At the time, the U.S. reacted sharp- 
ly. calling the decision "illegal" and 
an "obstacle to peace." 

Israeli sources here were actually 
surprised by yesterday's mild State 
Department reaction. They had been 
bracing for a tough response, aware 
that the State Department has long 
opposed any Israeli decision chang- 
ing the status of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

American and foreign journalists 
were also taken aback by this official

Gov’t removing sting from 
bid to extend services

The government Is assiduously 
seeking to remove the politic si sting 
from its decision on Sunday to 
equalize services provided to the 
West Bank and Gaza populations 
with those In Israel. Prime Minister 
Begin Insisted to newsmen that the 
decision was "purely humanitarian, 
not politic al,” and the same message 
is understood to have been conveyed 
to Washington, In order to head off 
any unfavourable reaction there. 

Begin specifically denied that the 
decision waa a first Btep towards 
annexing the areas. Hie said he did 
not expect a disapproving reaction 
from' the U.S. "What have we done 
wrong? Everyone should praise this 
decision." hi the Knesset, be termed 
the decision "humane, good and 
beneficial," but did not reply in 


detail to ex-Forelgn Minister Alton's 
criticism of the timing and "bom- 
bast" of the decision.

Arabs reject services

Arabs tn the administered 
territories and neighbouring coun- 
tries yesterday dismissed the 
government's decision to equalize 
the standard of services on the West 
Bonk and the Gaza Strip with that in 
Israel as "one more step toward 
annexation." 

Several West Bank leaders, in- 
cluding mayors, rejected the 
government's decision, labelling it a 
“veiled move" aimed at Integrating 
the administered territories with 

' Israel. 

Hebron Mayor Fahd K aw asm eh 
said that the government's deoison 
signalled on "outright annexation" 
of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 
Be said that while improving ser- 
vices in health, employment and 
welfare "sounds good, what the 
Israel government ought to do at 
present is to better the prospects of a 
peace settlement" with her 
neighbouring states and the 
Palestinians. 

Kawasmeh, Gaza Mayor Rashad 
Shawwa. and others said that the 
decision jeopardized the status of 
"Palestinians in the occupied 
territories," since Israeli legislation 
would "inevitably" be introduced to 
the territories. 


In a special session yesterday 
morning, the Gaza municipality 
voted to oppose the government's in- 
tention to grant residents of the 
territories equal status with Israeli 
citizens. 

Mayor Shawwa said the move was 
made in the belief that the new steps 
are an "indirect way of annexing the 
Gaza Strip." Shawwa told The 
Jerusalem Post that cables stating 
this decision have already been sent 
to U.S. President Jimmy Carter, UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
and Defence Minister Ezer Welz- 
man. 

"We are in no need of assistance 
from Israel and can manage from a 
financial point of view if we are 
allowed to bring in funds from the 
Arab countries." Shawwa said. He 
also said that the move was political- 
ly motivated and not the result of 
humanitarian feelings as the govern- 
ment has stated. 

"In legalizingservices given in the 
territories, the government is show- 
ing that they want to regard us as a 
part of Israel," Shawwa said.

Knesset censure 
bid on vacant 
portfolios fails

The government yesterday easily 
brushed aside a Labour opposition 
effort to censure it in the Knesset for 
falling to fill the Justice, Social 
Betterment, and Communications 
portfolios within the time that 
Premier Begin had promised. 

! Former Justice minister Haim 
Zadok, in a somewhat half-hearted 
assault on Begin, accused him of 
breaking faith with the House for 
having failed to fill these posts eight 
weeks after Msiiyw^g office, since 
he had promised to fill them In four. 

"It. is a question. .Of the Prime 
Minister's credibility. It goes to the 
heart of relations between the 
government and the Knesset," 
Zadok argued, without conviction. 

Begin good-naturedly shrugged off 
the attack. "It is strange to hear a 
serious man like Zadok engage in 
Such unwarranted exaggeration," 
he said. 

He was sorry that he had not stuck 
to the letter of his commitment. But 
the unpredictable course of political 
events had Intervened: the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
had taken an unexpectedly long time 
.to decide whether or not to join his 
government. 

As far as he was concerned, hestill 
hoped the DMC would reconsider 
once again and decide to join — 
whereupon the DMC? would fill the 
outstanding portfolios. At any rate, 
he pledged, if this did not happen 
within three weeks, he would 
promptly fill the vacancies with 
members of the existing coalition. 

Zadok' s urgent motion for the 
agenda was struck off by a comfor- 
table majority of 55 against 38.

Yeshiva student ‘occupies’ home 
of Albert Rose on Mount Zion 


The Mount Zion home of Albert 
Rose was “occupied" on Sunday, the 
day he died, by a student of the 
neighbouring yeshiva. 

Jerusalem Deputy Mayor Rabbi 
Louis Rablnowitz, a friend of the 
deceased, told The Jerusalem Post 
that on Sunday he had received a 
telephone call from other friends of 
Rose telling him of the incident. He 
immediately went to the home, he 
said, and found Brian “Sbabtal" 
Herman, a student at the Diaspora 
Yeshiva, sitting there and refining 
to budge. 

Herman told Rabinowitz that he 
was there on instructions from Rab- 
bi S.Z. Kahana, head of the "Mount 
Zion Committee" and one-time 
director-general of the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs. The police were 
called, but refused to act, 
Rabinowiti said. 

The Deputy Mayor said he then 
ordered Herman from the house, an 
action which, he said, was later ap- 
proved by Mayor Teddy Kollek. Rab- 
bi Rabinowitz said that Rabbi 
Mordechai Goldstein, head of the 
Diaspora Yeshiva, then threatened 
to get a High Court injunction

against the deputy mayor, an action 
that Rabinowitz said he would 
welcome. 

Rabbi Elliot Sherman, a 
spokesman for the Diaspora 
Yeshiva, told The ftost last night that 
Herman was acting solely as 
representative of Rabbi Kahana, 
and his position as a student in the 
yeshiva had no bearing on the 
matter. "The yeshiva is not in there 
(the house), was not in there, and 
will not be in there," Sherman said. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz said he later 
called Dr. Kahana and told him he 
should be ashamed of such a 
desecration. At Rose's funeral 
yesterday. Rabinowitz said, one of 
the yeshiva students tried to act as a 
pallbearer, but the deputy mayor 
prevented him. 

Another friend of Albert Rose told 
The Poet that the deceased had 
earlier had a dispute with the 
yeshiva. Once when his door had 
been left unlocked, yeshiva students 
moved their property into the house. 


Rose had had to take legal action to 
get it removed, the friend said. 

Eliahu Tonkin, who was Rose's 
lawyer, said that his late client had 
moved into the home when it was a 
virtual ruin on the border. At the 
time. Dr. Kahana, who headed' the 
Religious Affairs Ministry, claimed 
the house belonged to a group which 
he had organized and made an 
agreement with Rose that, following 
the latter's death, the house would 
become property of the group. Sher- 
man Identified the group as 
Ha'aguda Lema'an Heker 

Ha Ha gg ad a. 

But Lankin pointed out that, 
despite private agreements,, the 
house was in fact the property of the 
Israel Lands Authority. Rose had in- 
tended that his house should become 
some sort of public cultural centre 
after his death, Lankin said.

— The average salary of 
El A1 pilots under the new wage 
agreement initialled last week will 
be ILlS, 000 a month gross, or a net of 
$950 plus ZL5.000. These figures were 
provided by an El A1 spokesman 
yesterday after articles in the press 
reported on salaries of as much aa 
Him. a year for pilots. 

The spokesman, Amlkam Even- 
Chen, added that the few pilots who 
have maximum seniority (captains 
of 747s with the highest professional 
grade l will get a gross of 1145,000 a 
month or a net of $2,100 plus UA.000 
net. 

Captain Baruch Fussman, a 
member of the EH A1 Flight Q:ew 
Committee Organization, refuted 
claims in the daily press stating that 
a Boeing 747 pilot la paid more than a 
Boeing 707 pilot. He also noted that a 
Jumbo pilot abroad is paid $0,000 a 
month. “I wouldn't mind a third of 
that, or even the salary of the local 
manager of a small bank or the 
branch manager of a large bank. 
After two years of' work, an El A1

pilot only takes home IL6,000 a 
month."

CRIME REPORT 

Police tracking foreign currency gang 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — Police are on 
the tracks of a large currency 
smuggling gang which bought che- 
ques from pensioners who had work- 
ed for foreign organizations and com- 
panies and cashed them abroad, it 
transpired from the statement of a 
police officer in the Magistrate's 
Court here yesterday. 

The officer was asking the judge to 
extend the remand of a suspected 


member of the gang, Nahm&n 
Blstritz. Police claimed they had 
found 80 cheques which were sent to 
pensioners in Israel. The pensioners 
would sell the cheques to gang 
members at an advantageous ex- 
change rate while the gang would 
smuggle the cheques abroad and 
return to Israel with foreign curren- 
cy in cash, police claim. 

Bistrltz ha* allegedly been Iden- 


tified by several pensioners who 
have already been charged with sell- 
ing their cheques illegally, the police 
representative said. The suspect has 
decided not to cooperate with the in- 
vestigations, police say, and claimed 
he knows nothing about the affair — 
even after he was confronted by the 
pensioners who Identified him. 

The magistrate ordered police to 
hold Bistrltz for another 10 days.

The Inhabitants of the West Bank 
have eojoyed health insurance since 
1973 and fo e new regulations come to 
extend the service to the inhabitants 
of all the administered t erritor ies. 

It was still unclear last night as to 
where the government intends to 
find the money for the third 
measure: the finnnping of new buses 
for those operators in the areas who 
wish to modernize .their fleets. Tfte 
announcement promises the gran- 
ting of credit terms to operators in 
the territories, equal to those en- 
joyed by bus companies in IsraeL It 
was pointed oat that if Arab 
operators take the offer seriously, it 
could result in Israel being, asked to 
forward subsidized credit numnlhg 
into millions of pounds — a develop- 
ment not consistent with the general 
desire of the defence minister to trim 
the defence budget. 

In fact It was not at all clear 
yesterday as to how the 
government's new policy — which 
was, contrary to earlier report s , 
coordinated In advance with both 
Military Government officials and 
the IDF — will be financed or im- 
plemented. A source told The Post 
last night that much of the money 
would be raised as the result of the 
more liberal policy adopted towards 
Arab Governments granting aid to 
the inhabitants of the areas. (Gaza 
Mayor Raahad Shawwa recently 
received permission to bring in $2m. 
from Abu Dhabi) , and the more ef- 
ficient collection of taxes from in- 
habitants of the areas. 

It was noted, however, that at this 
stage there is no intention of in- 
creasing taxes. It was also stressed 
that none of the measures mentioned 
yesterday will be Implemented 
against the will of the inhabitants, 
and without prior consultation in the 
Ministerial Defence Committee and 
with military government officials. 

Zvi Arens tein adds: 

Gaza military officials felt yester- 
day- that the meaning of the new 
programme is that already existing 
plans will now be carried out more 
quickly.

Cabinet plans Jewish-Arab 
partnerships in industry

The Cabinet is expected at the end 
of this month to give Jewish 
residents of the administered 
territories the same privileges ac- 
corded to people moving to develop- 
ment towns. It Is also planning 
partnerships in industry., between 
Arabs and Jews,, according to 
Yitzhak Feretz. Deputy Minister of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism. 

The deputy minister yesterday 
met a delegation of Gush Enumim 
settlers from Ofra. northeast of 
Ramallah. He said later that a joint 
committee with the Construction and 
Bousing Ministry is drawing plans to 
■promote Investments in Ofra and 
elsewhere. 

Industries established in the ad- 
ministered territories have received 
government aid, but -..there has not 
been a unified policy among all foe 
ministries, Feretz said. People who 
met the' criteria of '.'essential, 
workers” sometimes did not receive 
the benefits they would have receiv- 
ed if they had moved to recognized 
development towns. These Incen- 


tives Include generous income tax 
exemptions, long-term low-interest' 
loans, and help in housing. 

The new regulations expected by 
the end of this month will give 
residents of outlying areas bigger in- 
centives than to those who live near' 
urban centres, Feretz said. 

The Jewish-Arab partnerships In 
Industry are planned In cooperation 
with Aluf Avraham Orli, the coor- 
dinator of activities in the ad- 
ministered territories, the deputy 
minister added. 

Israel. Including the West Bank, to 
in fact one economic unit. Residents 
of Nablus and Ramallah work In 
Jerusalem and goods manufactured 
in Tel Aviv are exported across the 
Jordan River. Instead of operating 
secretly "let’s do it openly," Perets 
argued.

Price drop in vegetables 
lowers July price index

The consumer price Index went up 
by 1.5 per cent in July, bringing the 
rise since January to 11.8 per cent, 
according to figures released yester- 
day by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

3h July, the Index reached 130.7 
points. . 

The cost of firing allowance In Oc- 
tober to expected to be 8 per cent, or 
a maximum of some IL500 per 
month. 

The slow rise In the July price 
level was zh flinty the result of a 
sharp 9.6 per cent fall in the price of 
flndt and vegetables. The decline 
was greater than the usual seasonal 
downturn. Also, the end of season 
sales of clothing and footwear 
mitigated other price rises. If fruit 
and vegetables are excluded, the 
price rise in July was at a "normal" 
rate for the last three months — 2.4 
per cent. 

The wholesale price index went up 
by 2.6 per cent; since January, it has 
risen 15 A per cent. The movement of 
this index generally precedes that of 
the consumer price Index by some 
two months, indicating the trend. 


In August, the consumer price in- 
dex is expected to rise 2.5*3. 0 per 
cent, since the sharp price increases 
following the July 17 subsidy cuts 
will only be reflected in the August 
index. According to data presented 
by the Treasury to the Knesset 
Economic Committee, the total im- 
pact of last month’s economic 
measures will be about 5 per cent. 
According to calculations by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics, the 
price leyelin the first week of August ■ 
was 4-5 per cent higher than in June, 
and if fruit and vegetables as well as 
-clothing and footwear are excluded 
— 7-8. per cent higher. 

Fbod prices went up in July by 4.9 
per cent, housing by 0.7 per cent, 
household maintenance by 2.7 per 
cent, household equipment by 2.8 per 
cent, clothing and footwear by three 
per cent, and health expenditures by 
2.1 per cent. The latter only p artlally 
included the recently introduced 
payment of IL1 for medicines 
. collected byKupatHolim. Education 
and culture expenses rose by 4.2 per 
cent — mainly because of higher 
prices for books and newspapers. 
Transportation costs rose by 2.5 per 
cent.

Kappler was convicted In 1948 of 
ordering and leading .the death 
squads in foe massacre of 335 Roman 
hostages at the Ardeatine caves on 
the city’s outskirts In 1944 In a more 
than 10-to-l reprisal for an Italian 
partisan bombing in a Roman street, 
In which 32 SS troops were killed. 

The Rome military tribunal on 
November 13 last year caused a 
nationwide uproar by giving Kappler 
provisional liberty, ruling that he 
had shown signs of repentance. After 
massive demonstrations by wartime 
partisan and Italian Jewish com- 
munity groups, the Supreme 
Military Tribunal ruled last 
December 15 that hi* provisional 
release should be overruled. 

White the earlier order was being 
reviewed, Kappler was taken to 
Cello military hospital where he waa 
said to be dying of terminal stomach 
cancer.

The microphone, which was dis- 
covered on July 24 was placed just 
beneath the window sill of Room U0 
at Tel Aviv police district head- 
quarters on Sderot MotxMn. 

This room is the office of Rav- 
Pakad Ya’akov Yaffo, head of the in- 
terrogation section dealing, 'with 
most of the important investigations 
under way in the district. 

The, room was used both for 
questioning of suspects and 
witnesses, and for police con- 
ferences on how such questioning 
should. take place. It is believed that 
the microphone, which was con- 
nected to a radio transmitter a few 
metres away, hadbeen placed byun- 
derworld figures. 

The microphone was discovered 
when a member of the section 
happened to glance out the window 
and saw a thin wire.

Ehrlich to ask delay 
in car insurance rise

Finance Minister Rf™** Ehrlich 
has definitely decided to oak the 
Knesset Finance Cbmmittee to delay 
the rise in compulsory car insurance 
premiums, due to come bto effect on 
September 1 . 

Under the compulsory car in- 
surance law, the premiums are to go 
up twice a year, according to the rise 
In the consumer price Index. The 
first increase would normally have 
been due on July 1, but was post- 
poned to September 1 by a decision 
of the Finance Committee in the 
previous Knesset, which- passed the 
law. The rise, based on the price in- 
crease between the average of the 
first quarter of 1977 over the third 
quarter of 1976, would have been 14.2 
per cent. 

The finance minister has reached 
the conclusion that the insurance 
companies have accumulated suf- 


ficient reserves from premiums 
collected; while payments for 
claims, including those that will 
materialise before the end of the 
year, will be considerably less. The 
rise in the premiums should 
therefore be postponed until 
January. Both the minister and 
Commissioner of Insurance Dr. Ben- 
Ami Zuckerman believe that it is 
premature to change the existing 
law and that the time for reviewing it 
will be in about two years. 

Ehrlich will meet representatives 
of the insurance companies on 
Thursday. The companies oppose 
postponement of the hike. On the 
same day, Ehrlich will also meet 
with the Finance Cbmmittee. He will 
no doubt be asked far clarifications 
by Its members, since the commi. 
ttee had already approved of the 
September increase in tbe 
premiums, after having heard Dr. 
Zuckerman’a explanations on the 
subject.

tp Arlette Adler, the mpying force 
tenia d Haifa University’s ‘^Bridging 
the Gaps” unit. 

Mrs. Adler spoke to reporters 
yesterday during a tour of the un- 
iversity’s Pilot project for Beit Shean 
highschool pupils — a two-week 
summer camp study programme on 
campus. Some 70 pupils are taking 
part in it, the vast majority of them 
girls. They are studying 
mathematics. English and Hebrew 
for four hours a day, attending an in- 
tensive computer course, and spen- 
ding the rest of the time at lectures, 
discussion groups, plays and various 


arts programmes, or taking part in 
sports and outings. 

The pilot project was conceived for 
selected pupils from several 
development towns, but the funds 
were not available. Its success, at 
Beit Shean. however, will enable the 
programme to expand next year, 
with the Technlon possibly taking 
part as well. 

‘Die university provides language 
laboratories and computer ..rooms, 
while the rest of the cost is borne by 
■ th e B elt Shean local council and the 
Education Ministry. A 
. For in'6st v cif the stUdedte'. 'this- Is 
their first instruction in music and 
the arts. Their city has virtually no 
teachers in these areas, according to 
Local Council Chairman Yitzhak 
Keinan and some of his teachers, 
who also visited the programme 
yesterday. 

‘But Keinan and other Beit Shean 
officials said they were proud of the 
progress made by their two high 
schools, which have some 450 pupils 
enrolled, and by the achievement of 
those who took the matriculation 
exam and earned grades higher than 
the national average. 


Chief scientist Ya’acov quitting 
post at Commerce and Industry

Prof. Yitzhak Ya'acov, chief scien- 
tist of the Ministry of Cbmtnerce, In- 
dustry and Tourism, will be leaving 
his jwst as of the middle of next 
month. He has served in his position 
as chief scientist for the past three 
and a half years. 

Ya’acov told The Jerusalem Post 
that he submitted his resignation 
about half a year ago to former 
Minister Halm Bar-Lev. But at the 
latter’s request, he remained at hia 
job until after the national elections. 

- . ’ ’My resignation should not be con- 
sidered as personal nor related to 
politics,” saya Ya’acov. 

He denied that his resignation was 


in any way connected with his not 
receiving sufficient authority. “I 
have received all the authority 
which the job requires,” he com- 
mented. 

As of next month Prof. Ya’acov 
will leave government service to go 
on his own. “There are many new 
projects which call for new in- 
vestments and I would very much 
like to be involved in getting teem off 
the ground,” he concluded. 

A graduate of the Technlon, Prof. 
Ya'acov earned his doctorate at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He served in the army 
for 20 years, working in research and 
development programmes.

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Bank of Israel 
to take over 
Coins and Medals

The state-owned Osins and Medals 
Corporation will be transferred to 
the Bank of Israel, following a deci- 
sion taken by tbe Finance Minister'

learned in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The corporation will apparently 
continue to be a limited liability 
company, but will be supervised by 
the Governor of the Bank of Israel. 
The legal problems involved in the 
transfer are being examined. 

Die China and Medals Corporation 
employs. 60 workers. It distributes 
i and issues medals of its own. The 
State Comptroller has faulted the 
company on many counts. The 
manager of the company, Itzhak Av- 
id, is facing charges of tampering 
with documents and improperly 
enabling a firm of coin dealers to buy 
medals and coins at a privileged 
price. 


Haulage expected 
to cost more

Transport costs for the haulage of 
stone and earth are expected to go 
up, following a decision by the 
Transport Ministry to abolish price 
control and at the same time to en- 
force more strictly the ban on loads 
in excess of the licensed weight. 

The Transport Ministry 
spokesman said the decision had 
been taken in agreement with the 
Construction and Housing Ministry, 
and the Commerce and Industry 
Ministry, and was approved by the 
public price review board at the end 
of last week. 

As soon as tbe ordinances relating 
to the decision are published, the 
police will enforce the load limits, as 
stated in the trucks' licences. Excess 
loads have until now been of the 
order of 50 to 100 per cent. They have 
caused serious damage to the 
vehicles and to the roads. They have 
seriously hampered the flow of traf- 
fic, and they have presented a road 
hazard. 


Treasury bonus 
for unredeemed 
savings bonds

Holders of 1971 Savings Bonds 
which are up for redemption on Oc- 
tober 2 will earn a bonus of 6-7 per 
cent if they hold on to them for a 
further four years, according to a 
Treasury decision. 

Die bonds will continue to be 100 
per cent-linked to the C-o-L index 
and bear 5 per cent unlinked, tax- 
free, interest. If held, they will be 
redeemable in 1981. 

Die total value of these bonds, 
whose payment falls due on October 
2. is about ILSOOm. The Treasury 
hopes by its latest measure to reduce 
tbe substantial injection of money 
into circulation that would be caused 
by. their immediate redemption.. Be- 
ing 100 . per cent-hsked. their yield., is 
higher than the 80 'per cent-llhkea 
^overifinbrt'borftte Issued since* last 
year. 

In addition to these bonds, the 
Treasury will have to pay out the In- 
terest bn coupon No.l of the 1970 
compulsory defence loan.

Die Construction Ministry’s Haifa 
branch employed three private in- 
vestigation firms to track down 250 
' contractors who failed to inform the 
ministry's construction registrar of 
projects they were undertaking. 

Die ministry announced yesterday 
that the evidence collected by the 
detectives has prompted the registrar 
to submit 50 complaints to the police. 
Die ministry will also issue orders 
forbidding the contractors to con- 
tinue work on unregistered 
buildings. 


Thanks to Ivory Coast 

Foreign Minister Moahe Dayan 
yesterday sent a telegram to the 
foreign minister of the Ivory Coast, 
thanking him for that country's con- 
tinued cooperation In the search for 
the bodies of the three men whose ex- 
ecutive jet crashed off the coast of 
Abidjan several weeks ago.

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Somalia: Ethiopian jets 
downed after bomb raid 


MOGADISHU (UPIi. — Somalia 
yesterday claimed Ethiopian 
warplanes bombed three areas in the 
north of the country, killing 
policemen and civilians and damag- 
ing homes. Two American-built F-5 
fighters were reportedly shot down. 

As the situation on the Horn of 
Africa continued to deteriorate' 
rapidly. President Si ad Barre issued 
a virtual call to arms to his coun- 
trymen, warning of an impending 
Ethiopian invasion. 

Barre also bluntly warned Somalia 
would Intervene directly in the con- 
tinuing Ogaden Desert war if 
Ethiopia employed foreign troops to 
- try to stem the advance of Somali in- 
surgents. 

Ethiopia admitted things'were go- 
ing badly for its troops not only In the 
Qgaden but also in the north-west of 
the country where they have been 
battling the monarchist Ethiopian 
Democratic Union fEDU) forces. 

In possibly Its first public admis- 
sion of EDU’s successes, the official 
government radio said, “Both the 
EDU and the separatist group 
(Somalis in the Ogaden? have scored 
a temporary victory. 

"They have carried out economic 
sabotage, captured some parts of 
Ethiopian territory and have mer- 
cilessly butchered the oppressed 
people of Ethiopia.” 

The EDU, comprised mainly of 
monarchists of the old Halle Selassie 
regime, is one of several secessionist 
and rebellious groups fighting 
throughout Ethiopia. 

On the ground, Ethiopia Radio 
said government troops and militia 
In southern Sldaxno Province killed 
24 Somalis and wounded IS in the 
most recent clashes, and a search 
and destroy operation was con- 
tinuing. 

The Ogaden conflict escalated 
dangerously and spilled over Into 
Somalia, the Somali defence 
minister said, charging yesterday 
that Ethiopian warplanes attacked 
three areas In northern Somalia 


“causing fatal casualties among 
policemen and civilians and damag- 
ing houses." 

The reported air attack came only 
hours after Barre's special address 
to the nation and after Ethiopian 
authorities showed Western cor- 
respondents what appeared to he a 
destroyed Mlg-21 fighter near the 
Ethiopian Ogaden town of Jljiga. 

The destroyed wa rplan e and two 
‘Somali prisoners-of-war proved, the 
Ethiopians said, that regular Somali 
troops are Involved In the Ogaden 
fighting, despite constant claims. 
Mogadishu that only ethnic Somali 
guerrillas are battling Ethiopian 
troops for control of the area. 

The Somalis say they have already 
captured a region the size of Great 
Britain. 

Barre again raised the spectre of 
on Ethiopian invasion at Somalia 
and a full-scale war between the two 
neighbours. 

“Addis Ababa has made it clear 
that It will Invade Somalia,” he told 
the nation. 

“If foreign troops enter the war 
against Western Somalia and other 
liberation fronts fighting for their 
rights, Somalia will not fold its 
arms.” Barre said, hut “she will be 
forced to intervene and use all 
means at her disposal." 

Somalia claimed last week up to 9,- 
000 foreign troops were ea route to 
Ethiopia and privately hinted they 
were Cubans. 

The Somali guerrillas claim they 
have killed and captured as many as 
50,000 Ethiopian regulars and 
militia, destroyed some 30 
warplanes. — virtually the entire 
Ethiopian air force — and seised 
scores of tanks and trucks. 

Diplomatic sources said that these 
figures were exaggerated. But they 
said casualties, both killed and 
wounded, apparently ran into tens of- 
thousands an both sides. 

Hospitals both at the front and In 
Addis Ababa reportedly were full of 
military wounded. 



Passion play revised to 
eliminate anti-Semitism 


OBERAMMERGAU, West Germany 
(AP). — The famed paaslon play 
staged for centuries In this Bavarian 
hamlet opened a one-week trial run 
on Sunday with a script edited to 
dilute what critics call its anti- 
Semitic tone. 

The new production, which cost 
about IL8m. has stirred opposition 
among townspeople who favour the 
version performed here for the past 
century. 

The* town council says it will 
decide later this year whether to use 
the revised script and an elaborate 
new baroque music score far the 
next full-scale production in 1980. 

Melchior Breitsamter, a 78-year- 
old sawmill operator who has played 
Pontius Pilate in the production four 
times, is leading a drive to let 
.townspeople, decide thelssue direct- 
ly. He has collected signatures of 1,- 
860 persons who want to keep the 
previous version. 

This tiny village of 4,800 people In 
the southern Bavarian Alps has stag- 
ed the passion play, depicting the 
death of Jesus Christ, since 1634 In 
thanksgiving for the end of a plague 
two years earlier. The play la staged 
every 10 years. 

After the 1970 production, Jewish 
groups and foreign newspapers at- 
tacked the play as anti-Semitic. One 
at their objections to the script, 
written a century ago by village 
schoolmaster Rochua Dedler, was a 
remark by Judas Iscariot referring 
to "a cursed Jewish group.” 

In the new production, the 
narrator tells the audience at that 
point In the play, “do not say the 
Jews betrayed their man. We have 
all done that, and many times.” 

The text for the new version was 
written in 1750 by Father Ferdinand 


Rosner, a Benedictine monk from 
the nearby Ettal Monastery, and 
edited by Alois Fink, a Bavarian 
broadcaster. 

In a note at the beginning of the 
script. Fink said Father Rosner 
depicted Jews as -representing 
“mankind for whom heaven and hell 
are struggling.” 

The Imaginatively produced 
Rosner version Includes elements 
from medieval mystery plays. For 
example, Sin Is represented by a 
woman with long red hair wearing a 
costume, making her look like a 
snake. 

A downpour during the first set of 
Sunday's trial performance did not 
stop the actors on the open-air stage. 

Traditionally only villagers can 
take part in the play, hi 1970, about. 
1,900 , worked on and off stage. For 
,the k - fcial prodqption,, however. 3^ 
professional musicians had' to be , 
brought in because of the more com- 
plicated score.

Three Gandhi 
aides held 
for corruption 

NEW' DELHI (AP). — Three of 
former Prime . Minister Indira 
Gandhi's closest political aides were 
arrested yesterday and charged with 
corruption, police officials said. 

Seven other persona having con- 
nections with the former Prime 
Minister’s government were also 
arrested following a series of raids 
by India's Criminal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

te arrests, the first of key 
slates of Mrs. Gandhi, stem 
from a series of investigations 
launched by Prime Minister Morarji 
Desai's government into the political 
dealings of Mrs. Gandhi, her family 
and many of her cabinet mi ni sters 
and aides. 

The three aides arrested were 
Yashpal Kapoor, a former member 
of the prime minister's secretariat 
and one of her most trusted con- 
fidants, F.C. Sethi, a former cabinet 
minister, and R.EL Dbawan. Mrs. 
Gandhi's private secretary. Kapoor 
and Dhawan were considered to be 
among the most powerful aides to 
the 59-year-old prime minister dur- 
ing her 2 l-month -authoritarian 
“National emergency" regime. 

All 10 were arrested under a law 
called "The Prevention of 
Corruption Act,” poUce of- 
ficials said. They will be arraigned 
before local magistrates today. 

A spokesman for the Central 
Bureau of Investigation said the 
arrests resulted from inc rimin ating 
documents seized in simultaneous 
raids on residences and business of- 
fices in New Delhi and Patna, the 
capital city of Northeastern Bihar 
state. 

The spokesman said the 
documents pertained to several 
lucrative business deals, allegedly 
secured through improper use of 
government positions and influence. 


Carter won’t back 
bid toMU him, 
Castro is assured 

WASHINGTON (API. — U.S. 
Senator Frank Church said on Sun- 
day that he told Premier FideL 
Castro of Cuba that President Jim-' 
i my Carter would never authorize 
any attempt to assassinate him. 

The Idaho legislator, who met with 
Castro during a four-day visit to 
Cuba last week, said he told the 
Cuban leader he was confident that 
“no such activities, either directed 
toward him or his government, 
would be undertaken by the U.S. or 
supported by President Carter." 

Church said Castro replied that he 
also believed Carter would not per- 
. mit such activities, despite prior 
attempts by the CIA to assassinate 
him. 

Church said both the U.S. anri 
Cuba have now made gestures 
toward normalizing relations, and 
suggested that the two nations ex- 
change news correspondents aa a 
possible next-'step. '"••

U.S. urges Haiti end brutality; 
Amnesty accuses Nicaragua 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti (UPI). — 
The U.S. Ambassador to the UN, An- 
drew Young, yesterday urged Haiti, 
the Western hemisphere country 
with the worst human rights record, 
to stop "imprisoning the voices of 
freedom and treating them with 
brutality." 

At a press conference at the 
American Embassy residence prior 
to his “champagne toast” with 
Fresldent-for-life Jean-Claude 
Duvalier at the shiny white national 
palace In downtown Port-au-Prince, 
Young made it clear that human 
rights are the principal concern of 
the Carter administration in Haiti. 

Young said the U.S. had no inten- 
tion of overtly interfering in Haiti or 
working through clandestine means 
against the Duvalier government. 
“But we do intend to share with them 
our experience that the Imprison- 
ment of the voices of freedom, deny- 
ing them access to their families and 
treating them with brutality does not 
do anything to further the develop- 
ment of the country and contributes 
ultimately to its downfall,” he said. 

He also said that when he talks to 
Duvalier privately, he thinks he will 
be able to be mare specific and state 
the Carter administration’s message 
even more, clearly.

presid en t- tor -life and if he would 
urge - the 25-year-old Duvalier, who 
likes motorcycles and yachts, to 
moderate his own personal Uf e style 
and do more for his poor citizens. 
Young noted that Ecuador and Peru, 
among Latin American nations, had 
already announced their intention to 
return to a democratic system of 
government. 

Duvalier inherited power five 
years ago from his father, the late 
Francois “Papa Doc" Duvalier. 
Haiti, with a population of five 
millio n, is the poorest nation in the 
western hemisphere, with a per 
‘ capita nTimmi income of $170 and an 
illiteracy rate of 90 per cent. 

The U.S. gave Haiti $23m. in 
humanitarian aid last year and 
$ 16 m. this year. 

In London, Amnesty International 
.said wholesale killing or un- 
acknowledged detention of peasant

, operations of the National Guard 
have taken place in Nicaragua.

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Desai vows to wipe out caste system 
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NEW DELHI (AP) . — Indian Prime 
Minister Morarji Desai said yester- 
day that his government Is deter- 
mined to wipe out caste discrimina- 
tion within five years. 

"We have to put an end to this 
stigma,” Desai told a huge throng 
gathered at the historic Red Fort 
where the British officially granted 
Independence to the "crown Jewel” 
of its empire In a ceremony on 
August .15, 1947, exactly three 
decades ago. 

In recent months, India has been 
stung by a series of violent episodes 
involving untouchables, the long- 
persecuted outcasts of Hinduism's 
ancient caste system. 

The episodes have become a major 
political issue, with former prime 
minister Indira Gandhi and her 
fallen Congress Party accusing 
Desai's government of being in- 
different to the plight of 85 million' 
untouchables. 

In a 30- minute speech hi Hindi, 
Desai decried the episodes but said 
the Congress Party itself was largely 
to blame for continued oppression of 
untouchables, now officially 
referred to as "Harijans," meaning 
children of God. 

“The current situation results 
from our failure to take certain steps 
30 years ago, for which all of us have 
to share the responsibility," he said. 

The 8l-year-old prime minister, in 
sober, low-key language, said his 
government could not be expected to 
accomplish in a few months what the 
Congress Party, defeated last 


Ttfarch, had failed to do in 30 years in 
power. 

• Desai’s speech followed Sunday's 
announcement by President Neeiam 
i Sanklva Reddy that he would move 
out of the presidential palace, an 
opulent symbol of Imperial British 
might, and would cut his salary by 70 
per oent. 

The president said his gesture was 
In keeping with the Janata Party’s 


pledge to lead the nation to economic 
and social justice through the per- 
sonal example of Its leaders. 

Desai reiterated that theme in his 
address. 

"The responsibility of those In 
power is heavy.” Desai said. “They 
have'to set an example for others by 
their simple lifestyle and selfless 
service." 


South Spain hotel workers spurn 
union’s accord to end strike 


MADRID ' (UPI) . — Management 
and labour representatives yester- 
day agreed to end a day-old hotel 
strike affecting 200,000 tourists in the 
Costa del Sol. But thousands of 
hotel employees refused to respect 
the settlement and continued the 
stoppage. 

Labour unions called 1 their 
members to a late afternoon meeting 
in the Torre mo linos bullring to ex- 
plain the agreements'.

Hotel owners also promised to hold

The labour r epreaentativ es agreed 
to call off the strike after being given 
assurances that strikers will not be 
punished and that 30 pickets 
arrested by police will be freed. 

The strike, which comes at the 
height of a record tourist season, 
sparked by a 20 per cent devaluation 
of the peseta , has affected about 200,- 
000 tourists In such resorts as 
Mabella and Torremolinos. It 
started early Sunday when manage- 
ment rejected labour's demand for 
an 8,000 peseta (ILB50) a month pay 
hike. 


20th political detainee dies 

Botha: Anglo-U.S. plan 
to destroy S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — 
Foreign Minister PIk Botha has said 
his Government has a growing cou- 
viction that U.S. and British 
demands will lead to South Africa's 
destruction. 

He was speaking on Sunday night 
on television after his return from 
In London with British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen and the U.S. 
Secr etary of State, Cyrus Va nce. 

"I told them bluntly that there was 
a growing conviction in our Govern- 
ment that what Britain and the UA. 
wanted us would lead to our 
destruction. I said that there was 
thus no advantage for South Africa 
: in working together with them in 
! solving the problems of southern 
Africa. 

"They were disconcerted to hear 
this view In such a blunt manner and 
ventured explanations which led to 
useful discussions,” Botha said. 

At a press conference, however, 
Botha said he thought there Was stUZ 
a basis for a political solution to 
Rhodesia’s 12-year-old breakaway 
from Britain. 

The Zambian President, Kenneth 
Kaunda, warned on Sunday that 
future race clashes in southern 
Africa will make the EVench Re volu- 
tion “look : like a picnic." He promis- 
ed his country's full support for the 
stepping-up of guerrilla fighting In 
neighbouring Rhodesia and South- 
West Africa (Namibia), as “the only 
way to bring the enemies of the 
world to their knees.” 

Kaunda was speaking in Lusaka - 
before members of the American 
Friendship Cbmmittee which is c am-

Arab countries buy record 
$1.6b. in U.S. farm goods 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Even 
though a record $1.6 billion In UJ3. 
farm goods is being exported to Arab 
nations this year, Americans have 
not significantly increased their 
share of that lucrative market — a 
U.S. Agriculture Department 
economist says. 

Part of the reason is stiff competi- 
tion from European poultry, 
Brazilian soybeans, African tobacco, 
and Australian and Canadian wheat, 
writes Ahmed Abou-Bakr in the 
current issue of "Foreign 
.Agriculture” magazine.

region are expected to rise 46 per 
cent over last year's levels. 

“But tiie gain is in part a recovery 
from the poor showing of 1976. when 
exports from the U.S. declined frac- 
tionally to a level just above the $1.09 
billion shipped in 1974," Abou-Bakr 
said.

I’m prepared generously to sup- 
pose that the Worshipful Company of 
Shrimp Fanciers puts on a better 
meal and less tedious speeches when 
it isn’t having a ladies’ night, but 
that still leaves us with the men's 
.clubs. They're variable, of course: 
the Travellers has. delightful 
premises for. its lady visitors, and it 
was generally felt when journalist 
James Morris resigned from the 
Club on changing sex and becoming 
Jan Morris, that he/she had missed 
a great opportunity to get women ad- 
mitted. But others are beyond belief 
awful. The Reform Club, particular- 
ly, which, once had the best chef in 
London — Alexis Soyer seems now 
to have sunk to tbe level of what the 
great Soyer did next, which was to go 
off and work out gruel recipes for 
soldiers in toe Crimea. The one thing 
the clubs still do well is the kind of 
pudding you’ll never find anywhere 
else : Spotted Dick and Treacle Roly- 
poly, just the way they had it in the 
nursery. 

' it’s been noticed that any time one 
of the clubs does admit women. It 
loses a few of its members to other 
clubs that still hold out against them. 
Time was I’d have tried to follow 
them and flush them out; not now, 
poor things, there has to be 
someplace where they can go. to

Soviets seek to extend 
man’s life expectancy

MOSCOW — Already boasting many 
of the oldest people in the world, the 
Soviet Union Is showing new interest 
in the scientific possibilities of even 
more dramatic longevity. 

“I don't want to cause a sensation, 
but I want to tell you something that 
may sho.ck you," Dr. L. 
Sukh&rebsky, director of the Public 
Institute of Juvenology, told a Rus- 
sian interviewer recently. “Scien- 
tists believe that the human being 
can live not just 100 years, but 400 
years and even more." 

“Why not?” concurred L.V. 
Komarov, a biologist at the Institute 
of General Genetics and Vice Gb air- 
man of a newly formed National - 
Committee on the Artificial 
Prolongation of Human Life. 

Komarov has experimentally 
doubled the life of houseflies by 
feeding them magnetized sugar. And 
experiments on human volunteers 
involving various biochemical ap- 
proaches to prolonging life are In toe 
design stage, he said in an interview. 

What do Russians think of the 
prospects of living ao long? 

“How much vodka can I drink in 
340 years?” asked a 30-year-old, 
laughing. 

But the first reaction of another 
younger woman was, “how will we 
feed everyone if we all live so long?” 

The Soviet media heap recognition 

on the old. A documentary film on 

the family of 143-year-old Medjid 
Agaev currently is being shot In the 
southern republic of Azerbaijan, ac- 
cording to the government 

newspaper, "Izvestia.” 

There is frequent mention of toe 
fact that there’ are about 19,000 peo- 
ple in the Soviet Union (total pop- 
ulation: 234 million) who are 100 
years old or oldeq. (By contrast, 
there are about 9,400 centenarians to 
the U.S. out of a total population of 
214 million.) 

“We must do everything we can so 
that human beings can live out the 
full cycle of their lives, so that old 
people can fulfil their very impor- 
tant mission as advisers and judges, 
thanks to their great knowledge of 
hfe," wrote toe Russian biologist By& 
Mechnlkov in the early 1900s. 

There are more pragmatic 

reasons tor the status of toe old, 
.however, in a society where war, in- 
efficiency and a low birth rate have 
combined to create a manpower 
shortage; the aged comprise an im- 
portant part of the labour pool. The 
"retirement age” here ostensibly is 


BO for men and 95 for women, but 
large numbers of older people con- 
tinue working to supplement their 
relatively meager state pensions. 

The state-subsidized rents and 
utility bills here are extremely low. 
but toe typical old age pension still 
leaves barely enough for food. There 
is generally no penalty here for a 
pensioner with outside income . — his 
pension remains Che same so matter 
how much be earns. Therefore, 
many pensioners work. 

The state encourages them, both 
directly and indirectly. “Pensioners 
are wanted to work in the 
newsstands near their domiciles.” 
an advertisement In “Verchemaya 
Moskva” (Evening Moscow) said 
recently. Younger workers are need- 
ed in the factories and for other more 
strenuous jobs, so the jobs for the 
aged are mostly in the service sec- 
tor. Another recent ad beckoned the 
elderly to work In a local bank. 

According to Dmitry Cbebotarev, 
director of toe Kiev Institute, the 
Soviet Union plana to open ex- 
perimental “geriatric consultation 
departments" in several major 
cities and to begin “mass training” 
of doctors in geriatrics beginning 
next year. “The state wants to en- 
sure toe Soviet people an active long 
life, to preserve manpower 
resources, and the long-time work- 
ing capacity of its citizens, 
Cbebotarev told an Interviewer from 
“Izvestia.” 

Programmes to improve health 
care for the aged and find cures tor 
such killers as cancer and bear! dis- 
ease eventually could add 25 or 80 
years to the average human 
Hfespan, Soviet scientists say. But 
an apparently growing number like 
Komarov say that is not good 
enough. 

The problem, Komarov said, is 
that by concentrating so heavily on 
conquering the diseases associated 
with old age, researchers are not 
spending enough time on the real 
problem of old age Itself. Komarov Is 
studying the aging process itself and 
how to reset man's biological clock. 

“It's difficult to say now what will 
be toe most effective solution of this 
problem," Komarov said. Initially 
he is looking far same substance that 
could be Injected like insulin or even 
taken orally to slow down the aging 
process- Ultimately, he said, the key 
to longer life would be passed 
genetically from parents to children. 

In any event, he said, “I should 
live long in order to solve this 
problem. I have a lot to do. Four hun- 
dred years is not enough for me."

Can parties be abolished?

BY BRINGING the Knesset debates 
into everybody's home, the televi- 
sion 'people have done a disservice to 
t his august body. If, toe citizen im- 
agined. from reading newspaper 
reports, that toe Elders of toe Nation 
seriously weigh toe pros and cons of 
a draft law, the “bax" reveals that 
the Top 120 are quite often no better 
than the average trouble-maker in 
any of the committees he knows. Tbe 
MK who wants to be taken notice of 
heckles like a crow. The speeches, 
read from a typed manuscript, are 
badly constructed and badly 
delivered; the arguments sound 
shallow; the general feeling is that 
one has heard them all before. 


The complete reversal of roles 
between the opposition of yesterday 
and that of today Is so ludicrous as to 
make tbe serious citizen suggest that 
parties should be abolished and 
Knesset members chosen directly on 
their own merit. 


Unfortunately, this cannot be 
done. For it goes against the grain of 
parliamentary representation 
generally, according to Dr. 
Avrahaxn Brichta, of Haifa Universi- 
ty. Studies made of voting habits in 
countries adhering for centuries to 
regional representation show that 
local issues play only a small role In 
deter mining toe voter's choice. Most 
candidates are party nominees. This 
is true of England, the classical 
country of regional representation, 
as well as of the U.S. and New 
Zealand. 

In Demokratiya u-'Bhirot 


(Democracy and Elections), 
published by Am Oved, Dr. Brichta 
makes these and many other obser- 
vations to substantiate his thesis 
against any change to our system of 
proportional representation. He is 
afraid that constituency elections 
would Inevitably lead to the 
perpetuation of a one-party rule in 
Israel. 

The plethora of parties reflects a 
social and political situation which 
would not likely be changed by 
switching to constituencies. Tbe par- 
ties are basically grouped Into Left 
(associated with the Labour Party), 
the Right (the Likud) and the 
Religious. The Israeli voter is a con- 
servative one. But so is the voter in 
the U.S., where 80 per cent rarely 
change their opinion from election to 
election; or in Britain, where class 
consciousness is reflected to the r 
vote. 

Had the British system been 
adopted in Israel, the Seventh 
Knesset would have consisted of 3.03 
Alignment representatives, and 13 of 
Gahal (the forerunner of Likud); 
Agud&t Y Israel would have got. two 
members and Rakah and the 
Minorities one each. The Eighth 
Knesset would have found the Align- 
ment with 82 seats; the Likud with 
34; and Rakah and the Minorities, 
two each. 

The argument is totally fallacious, 
of course. The first to be affected by 
a change to the voting system would 
be the parties, not toe voters. The 
division into three major ideological 
groups could only become real with 


the disappearance of the party 
machines of the many small parties 
under a different voting system. 

There was no such division when 
toe voter cast his ballot for tile Ninth 
Knesset (which took place after Dr. 
Brichta's study was written..) The 
Likud contingent, for instance, is part- 
ly composed of and greatly influenc- 
ed by former Mapal members — and 
Herut would certainly cry out 
against being labelled “right.” to a 
regional system of voting, the whole 
organization of Likud, or of any 
other party, would have to be re- 
constructed on different lines — and 
that is what the apparatchiks of 
smaller parties fear. 


But it is true that the lesson of toe 
-last elections is that the main issues 
on which the voter expresses his 
view Is national, not local, in 
character. A politically non-aligned 
student would have to admit that the 
voting Israeli was concerned, first of 
all, with the possible effects of the 
return of Arab guns to within strik- 
ing distance of his home. This ex- 
plains the rise of NRF. through its 
Gush Em mum association. 


Another lesson is that the Likud 
wan. not because it was for years so 
blatantly and loudly an opposition, 
but because people had become 
weary of the slackness of 
government led by an ineffective 
Mapai. In a democratic society, a 
citizen is happiest ^rhen he can 
criticize his government — but he 
wants the government to do its job_ 
and govern.

To find 
out more I talked to Sheila 
Brummer, a beautician from 
England who runs a salon in Kfar 
Shmaryahu and is an expert on all 
kinds of skin problems. 

My friend's problem is very com- 
mon,. I learned, and toe only effec- 
tive treatment Is removal by elec- 
trolysis. Other problems faced by 
Dew immigrants Include dry skin 
caused by over-exposure to sun, as 
well as -blocked pores and pimples 
resulting from excessive perspira- 
tion.

Sheila says that for women who 
just want to look better, thorough 
cleansing is the keynote. Hers is one 
of the few salons where they don't 
like to send customers out with 
make-up on. 


'“After a complete treatment, with 
steaming.-^zhaaka, creams^and 
massage the skin should be left to 
breathe for an hour. But I admit It’s 
human nature to want make-up as 
well, so we do it reluctantly and as 
little as possible." says Sheila, a 
near-granny who, with girlish figure 
and flawless skin is a walking adver- 
tisement for skin and body care. 

Not all her clients are new im- 
migrants who have been over-doing 
things ln the sun. One woman who 
had worked all her life on the land 
came with a weather-beaten skin 
which was actually starting to hurt 
“We had to introduce cream into her 
skin gradually, but first we peeled it 
with a vegetable compound, then 
gave two treatments a week which 
we instructed her how to carry on at 
home. We advise everyone not to sit 
for long in the sun, to wear a hat and 
use sun-deflecting creams." 

Is going to a beauty salon a rich 
woman's privilege? Most women 


who need it budget for it. On the 
other hand paying fancy prices 
doesn't always mean getting the best 
treatment. 

Attitudes to beauty care have 
changed, Sheila claims, in the 12 
years since she has lived’ here. 
Originally there was something 
shameful about going to a beauty- 
parlour. She once overheard two of 
her regular customers both 
strenuously denying that they ever 
went to a beautician. Nowadays 
most kibbutzim send one of their 
members on a course and have a 
resident cosmetician to improve 
both the looks and the morale of their 
members. ^ 

Seeing is believing and I certainly 
felt very good after coming away 
from Sheila's having had what she 
calls a complete overhaul, including 
massage. A well-known woman 
politician goes there for regular 
weekly massages, presumably to 
iron out the creases after sitting all 
day in the Knesset. But most beauty 
care should be self-administered, 
says Sheila. “Ten minutes a day is 
not too long to spend on yourself for a 
beautiful skin."

Missa Solemnis a fine climax 
to 1977 Israel Festival 


THE ISRAEL FESTIVAL. MISSA 
SOLEMNIS BY LUDWIG VAN 
BEETHOVEN CONDUCTED BY GABY 
BEBTINI wltb the participation of 
Heather Harper, soprano; Alfreds 
Hodgson, site; Peter Llndroos, tenor; 
Gunter Belch, bane-baritone; tbe Sooth 
German Radio Choir (Stuttgart) (direc- 
tor; Marlons Yoerberg); the Bavarian 
Radio Choir (Munich) (director: Heins 
Monde); and the Stuttgart Radio 
Symphony Orchestra. (Tel Aviv, Moan 
Auditorium, August 9). 

THE _ PERFORMANCE of 
BeetKoven'a giant work undoubtedly 
was the climax of the whole 1977 
Israel Festival. What the Stuttgart 
Orchestra, the two choirs from the 
Federal Republic and the alngers- 
aoioists are capable of, we have 
already acknowledged when Gary 
Bertini led these combined forces in 
two brilliant performances.. Now 
Bertini reached even greater 
heights; the Missa Solemnis was 
overwhelming in its grandeur and 
profundity. 

Having embarked on a highly 
successful International career, Ber- 
tini seems to have grown immensely 
in stature In recent years. What he 
gave us in this Festival will un- 
doubtedly be remembered as a great 
event. If one looked for short- 
comings. flaws or mishaps, one 
could, of course, have detected a few 
here and there. One could even have 
had some reservations about the 
musical approach in certain 
passages. But all this seemed com- 
pletely irrelevant, when measured 
against the overall greatness of the 
performance. 

If Beethoven again stunned and 
shattered and left us gasping in awe 
and wonder. Bertini with tremen- 
dous success, coped with one of the

most challenging tasks for a conduc- 
tor. He would, however, not have 
been able to climb to such heights of 
beauty and perfection had he not 
been provided with magnificent 
forces not only capable of achieve- 
ment, but ones which gladly and 
willingly followed Bertini 's direction 
and cues on the spot. 

What the orchestra perhaps lacks 
In depth of sound and character is 
made up for by its discipline, esprit 
de carps and absolute professional 
responsibility with everything one's 
heart could wish for: a fortissimo 
which never loses Its beauty and 
melodiousness, a pianissimo which 
remains clearly audible, a precision 
of attack which astounds, a diction 
which never becomes blurred — in 
short they were two perfect in- 
struments ready to serve great 
music with complete dedication and 
brilliant professional skill. 

The four soloists were all first 
class, though the two women did 
steal the show. Heather Harper's 
nobility of emotion and beauty of 
voice turns each phrase into an. ex- 
perience. and alto Alfreds Hodgson’s 
overt sense or drama is electrifying. 
But again all these gifts and 
professional assets would have been 
a complete waste had this perfor- 
mance not been prepared so 

thoroughly. 

One could not but. sadly, compare 
these extraordinary achievements 
with the mediocrity of performance 
of some -of our own professional 
bodies which participated in this 
festival. Must we Indeed depend only 
on foreign visitors for first class per- 
formances ?

Elderly to receive 
increased services

Welfare offices will be increasing 
specialized services for the elderly 
on the basis of successful ex- 
periments in urban centres, the

Counselling services including 
pre-retirement and day centres will 
be in touch with local authorities, 
law courts. National Insurance and 
other institutions to which they may 
have recourse. 

Personnel will include social 
workers who specialize in the elder- 
ly. and volunteers. 

Reporting on a conference of 
social workers at Haifa University 
on the subject, the spokesman 
pointed out that the population of the 
elderly has changed. In the past, 
most were Immigrants who never 
succeeded in integrating fully into 
the society. Today the population of' 
the elderly includes more persons in- 
volved in social institutions, and 
retired from active roles in 
professions, business and politics.

The Eighth Wonder of Che world 
baa finally been discovered to he the 
Israel share market. The Ninth 
Wonder— the origin of the vast sums 
of capital that are being poured into 
the market — is more than Hkely to 
remain a deep mystery. 

Yesterday, not fewer than 40 
shares, and debentures were 
registered as “buyers only" and 
were fixed at the mandatory five per 
cent higher level. Twenty-three 
shares rose by more than five per 
cent. The general index at share 
prices rose by 2.37 per cent to reach 

178.68. 

Trading volume at IL82Jhn. was 
the third highest in the history of the 
exchange. And still very few people 
are deeply questioning whether the 
market will finally stop its forceful 
progress. All of this Is happening 
when many exchanges In various 
parts of the world are In a deep 
ahimp. This includes the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

One of the sidelights of the current 
market conditions is that Investment 
advisers at the banka have been 
placed in a position where their ad- 
vice Is. unheeded. A well-constructed 
Israel securities portfolio should In- 
clude a portion allotted to Index- 
linked bonds, apart linked to foreign 
currency by way of the Natad invest- 
ment currency, and a third part in 
shares. The fact is that index-linked 
bonds are being sold, as is the Natad 
• dollar. Not too long ago, the latter 
was fixed at IL12. Today it is at 
XLtl.18. 

If any positive feature is to be 
pointed to, it would have to be the 
relative ease with which companies 
are able to raise funds on the ex- 


istence, at least one can be grateful 
for that.. 

As to the market itself yesterday 
all sectors took part in the continuing 
boom. Mizrahi (B) shares boomed 
ahead by almost 10 percent to 282. 

Bank Leuml, the -market’s blue 
chip, was 10 higher at 821. The new 
shares forced their way higher by 15 
to 415. The new capital notes were 
“buyers only" at 128.' 

Mortgage banks were very 
strong. General Mortgage was 
“buyers only** at 532. Mortgage and 
Development went the same route at 
899. Tefahot preferred was 'buyers 
only” ss was Otxar Lataaslya. 
Amongland development and real 
estate shares, the “buyers only” list 
Included Azorim and Israel Land 
Development. Rassco pref. crossed 
the 400 mark to 412, while the or- 
dinary shares were 14 higher at 386.

CONSTRUCTION and Housing 
Minister Gideon Patt la out to 
rationalize the activities under his 
jurisdiction across a broad front. 
With its XLB.Sb. budget for fiscal 
1977, his office ranks second, 
the civilian ministries, only to the 
Ministry of Education, and ehpt by 
only a small margin. 

HLs primary goals, for the time be- 
ing, are to reduce the cost of housing, 
to get the Government out of func- 
tions which it does not have to fulfil 
and to weed out .distortions and 
irrationalities, which have ac- 
cumulated oyer the years. 

In an interview with Minister Patt 
yesterday, the first topic on the 
agenda was naturally the proposed 
sale of Tefahot, Israel’s biggest, and 
government-dominated, mortgage 
bank, which has just come under 
criticism from the State Comp- 
troller. . 

Gideon Patt says that the sale of 
.Tefahot is primarily a matter of 
general Government policy. "The 
Government," he says, “has no 
business being in business.- 1 ’ Unless 
the bank is sold. It will. be in a strait- 
jacket, for while the Government 
owns 17 per cent of the equity, it has' 
51 per cent of the voting rights. The 
bank, therefore, cannot float capital 
Issues, for that would reduce the 
. Government’s majority. Aa a con- 
sequence, the bank remains depen- 
dent upon Government funds, with 
the result that the private share- 
owners sit on a veritable gold mine. 

In practice, Gideon Patt says (and 
points to the State Comptroller's 
report published two days ago) the 
bulk's management has acted with 
a great deal of autonomy, exactly as 
If It were a private bank. There la no 
reason why the Government should 
remain involved — on the contrary, 
Tefahot should raise the capital It 
- needs from the stock market. The 
Government, on the other hand, 
wants to get as much as possible for 
Its shares which, with their voting 
majority, are worth more than their 
share in the bank's equity. 

A special cabinet committee Is 
now studying the way in which the 
bank might best be sold. Minister

Dearer money has its effect 


NEW YORK (AP). — Stock prices 
drifted downward in slo w tra ding 
early yesterday but recovered lost 
ground towards the close. Lo sers 
outnumbered gainers three to two 
among New York Stock Exchange- 
listed issues. - 

The Dow's 17-point drop last week 
carried It to a new 19-month tow. 
Analysts have attributed the slide 
largely to rising interest rates. 
Short-term rates have risen steadily 
as the U.S. Federal Reserve has 
tightened credit in its effort to slow 
the growth of the money supply. 

Many investors seemed to be con- 
cerned that the rising cost of borrow- 


ed money would contribute to a slow- 
down in the growth of the economy to 
the months ahead.

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Making low-cost housing come true 


Construction costs could be cut 
by 35 per cent and there are 
ways of making apartments 
available to young couples, low 
income families and others for 
whom owning their own apart- 


ment is at present Just a dream. 
So says Construction and Hous- 
ing Minister Gideon Patt in an 
interview with MEIR 
MERHAV. 





Patt la aware of the risk that Tefahot 
may end up to the hand of the big 
banks thus further increasing the 
already high degree of concentration 
in the banking sector. A dispersal of 
share ownership, on the other hand, 
would reduce the value of the shares 
held by the Government. 

Also, some of the existing share 
holders may object to a mode of sale 
by which they would find themselves 
to partnership with associates they 
may- not particularly like. They ask, 
on moral grounds, to be given priori- 
ty and the right of first refusal If the 
Government's shares are pot up for 
sale. 

But the impending sale of 7e fahot, 
on which the terms are stm being 
worked out, seems to be leu impor- 
tant. in Gideon Patt's order of 
priorities, than the Ideas he has 
already formed on how to cut the 
cost of building, so as to make flats 
within the reach of young couples, 
low-income families and im- 
migrants. 


MINISTER PATT is convinced that 
construction costs can be cut by as 
much as 35 pa - cent. Eighteen per 
cent of the costs, he points out, are 
indirect taxes on building materials 
— and these should be refunded to 
the builder. Another 10 per cent are 
profit margins of unnecessary 
middlemen — construction com- 
panies who do not actually construct, 
but carry out their projects through 
subcontractors. Patt believes that 
Shlkun Upftuah or Shlkim Ovdlm are 


superfluous and mainly support 
their own bureaucracy. 

Another seven per cent and more 
can be saved by relaxing some of the 
excessive requirements imposed by 
the planning authorities. One exam- 
ple Is the requirement of an 
divergency generator in high-rise 
buildings with an elevator. Another 
way of cutting costs is to shorten the 
construction period, which In Israel 
Is excessively long. This Is partly 

because the physical planning is In 
the Ministry of the Interior, and the 
jurisdiction over allocations of land 
Is in the Land Authority. One prac- 
tical way to cut down the construc- 
tion period Is to build -foundations In 
advance — they take up 40 per cent 
of the time hut only 10 per cent of the 
total cost. 

“If I can bring down the cost of a 
flat from IL200.000 to IU 40,000, then 
— with a mortgage of IU 00,000 — I 
can make decent housing available 
to young couples and others." he 
says, and adds: “With the same 
mortgage, at today's prices, the fiat 
remains out of reach, and so does 
any possibility that anyone would 
build bouses for rental.” 

This ties In with Gideon Patt's 
proposals to increase .the area eligi- 
ble for publicly financed:' cheap 
mortgages, hi answer to a question 
whether this would not have the 
result that the more affluent, who 
can afford larger apartments, would 
be subsidized by the State, Patt 
emphatically says that his intention 
is the contrary. It will help those on 


the lower rungs of the income ladder' 
moot, at least In the longer run. 

According to Patt, the real situa- 
tion is that new flat owners, and es- 
pecially young couples, do not move 
into their flats without spending con- 
siderable sums on furniture and 
household equipment. The result is 
often that, not having had a choice, 
they move into apartments of 60 
square metres to areas which all too 
often become congested, even slums, 

within a few years. Given the 
possibility to buy a larger apart- 
ment, perhaps postponing the televi- 
sion set, or buying a small rather 
than a big refrigerator In order to 
have another 10 sq. m., they will 
prefer that. “All I want Is to open up 
a wider range of choice — and pre- 
vent, as -much as possible, the crea- 
tion of new slums and the need for 
the same people to come, after five 
or six years, for help to the Ministry 
of .Housing."

His first 
products were an eau de cologne, an 
after shave lotion, a soap, a 
deodorant and a shaving cream. 

Today these goods are sold not 
only in France, but also in West Ger- 
many and Italy (where sales are ex- 
cellent), to the Benelux countries, 
Switzerland and 1 Austria, aa well as 
the U.S. and Israel — and the Arab 
countries. England and Sweden are 
next' to hue. 

Sales In 1978, when the Bogart line 
began to dig in, were 2.5m. French 
francs (two pounds to the franc) in 
France and another 3.5 million

about 60 per cent not in France, to 
1976, he broke even: In 1977, he ex- 
pects to make si profit. 

"And in two years sale? should 
reach 90 million French francs, with 
only about 20 per cent of the sales to 
France itself." 

His next cosmetics will he auncaxe 
products and shampoos. After that, 
he hopes to manufacture a "real 
cosmetic face cream for men." A 
survey he had made In France shows 
that five out of every ten men should 
use face cream: two of them swipe it 
from their wives or girlfriends, and 
the other three use an "uninspiring 
all-purpose face cream." 

The present Bogart line is packag- ' 
ed in Israel, which. Konckier 
believes, is a fine stepping-off point 
for sales in the Far East. 

"The market is there." he says. 
"After all I've had very good success 
in selling my men's exclusive 
cosmetics to the Arab countries sur- 
rounding Israel. They know I'm 
Jewish. 

"To me. real success means not 
only convincing men to use perfume, 
but to have their wives start using 
their husband's perfume. This has 
already started, at least in France."

Gideon Patt 


ORIGINALLY Gideon Patt proposed 
a graded system of mortgages, ac- 
cording to which a basic mortgage 
was to be given for flats up to 85 
sq.m., with a reduced amount for the 
next 10 sq.m., and so on. That, 
however, was not accepted by the 
Treasury. Instead, the terms of the 
mortgages will be different, accor- 
ding to size of flat. 

The problem of the perpetuation of 
slums Is on his mind also to connec- 
tion with the renewed examination of 
the Tenants Protection Law, which 
he initiated. Minister Patt is con- 


vinced that this law has been respon- 
sible for much of the neglect and 
slum creation so far. Landlords, he 
says, have often waited for their 
houses to fall down — because only 
then they were able to sell the land. 

He has just signed the letter of ap- 
pointment for the committee that is 
to review the law. There were 
pressures on him to say either that 
the committee should review the law 
on condition that the law remains un- 
changed, or the opposite — that the 
law be abolished. He refused, 
-because in . either case this would 
pre-empt the committee's con- 
clusions and would make It 
superfluous. He is aware that the 
problem Is complex, and Just aa 
there are landlords who have been 
practically expropriated, so there 
are tenants who are unable to pay an 
economic rent on their flats or who 
have paid key money. What he is 
emphatic about is that a way must 
be found to gradually fade out this 
. anomaly which, he says, causes the 
economy an annual loss of ILl.Sb. in 
property that through neglect goes to 
pieces. 


Criminals have little of ‘black money 9 


TEL AVIV (Itim) . — There is no way 
of assessing just how much "black 
money" there Is in the Israeli 
economy, but it is clear that only a 
small percentage is in the hands of 
criminals, the to come Tkx Com- 
missioner Elieser Shiloni said 
on Sunday. 

Speaking in an interview on the 
army radio, the commissioner said, 
that he Is In favour of "laundering 
black money" under certain con- 
ditions, adding that even criminals 
should be allowed to put their books 
in order. 

Shiloni went on to speak about the 
bookkeeping practices among the 


country’s independent businessmen, 
noting that some 135,000 businesses 
do In fact keep proper books, 45,000 
businesses are currently being In- 
vestigated and another 35.000 are 
known not to keep books at all. Hie 
noted that those businessmen who 
persisted in falling to keep books 
should be hounded until they came 
into line — and this should Include 
regular stock-checks and cr imina l 
charges against offenders. 

The commissioner said some 15.- 
000 businesses had been investigated 
over the past year on suspicion of 
technical irregularities in their 
bookkeeping procedures. 


300 buyers expected for Fashion Week 


TEL AVIV. — Israel Fashion Week 
will open next Monday at the Sharon - 
Hotel in Herzllya, with 90 Israeli' 
manufacturers participating. About 
300 buyers from Europe, the UJ3., 
Australia, Canada and other coun- 
tries are expected. 

Fashion W eek officials said on Sun- 
' day that exports of clothing and tex- 
tile goods have increased by 30 per 
cent during the first half of this year 
compared to the same period last 
year — from 355m. to 372m. 


Avigdor Shendel, director-general 
of the Export Institute, said that the 
clothing and textile industry Is ex- 
panding despite difficulties this 
branch encounters in different parts 
of the world. He emphasized that 
local manufacturers also go abroad 
to sell their goods, and do not wait 
for buyers to come here during 
Fashion Weeks. 

Today, 23,750 people work in the 
textile industry and about 32,300 in 
the clothing .

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Mr. Begin puzzles 

WHEN HE ARGUES, a* he did in the Knesset yesterday, that 
there are precedents lor a lack of unanimity In the views of 
Jerusalem and Washington, Prime Minister Begin Is on entirely 
solid ground. He is also stating a fact when be claims that his 
own. predecessor was not above trying to underplay the 
sometimes worrying aspects of relations between Israel and the 

But Mr. Begin is dissembling when he seeks to make it appear 
that the present situation is no more, Indeed far less, a cause for 
concern than was Mr. Ford's "reassessment" in 1675, and Mr. 
Carter's savage lecture to Mr. Rabin early this year. While dis- 
harmony Is virtually at a peak of harshness, Mr. Begin pretends 
to hear little except the sounds of sweet concord. That in itself is 
reason enough for anxiety. 

For surely the Premier must know that the triumph of public 
relations he scored at his "no confrontation" meeting with the 
U.S. President last month was achieved at the cost of freezing 
all prospect of a substantive Amerdcan-Israel understanding. 

Mr. Begin insists that thin la in fact the consummation he had 
most devoutly wished: for Israel, he says, should be negotiating 
peace with the Arabs in Geneva and not with the U.S. in 
Washington. The practical result, however, is that Secretary of 
State Vance la working with the Arabs alone on a formula for 
FLO attendance In Geneva. 

Previous governments would in similar circumstances have 
vehemently protested this failure to consult Israel in advance on 
a matter affecting Its vital Interests. (And Mr. Begin in opposi- 
tion would have protested even louder.) The Begin government, 
instead, congratulates Itself on the fact that the matter of PLO 
representation was never brought up during Mr. Vance’s visit to 
Jerusalem. 

To be sure, Mr. Begin has, by his tactics, won a measure of 
respite from direct American pressures, perhaps until such 
time as a conference is resumed In Geneva. Mr. Rabin, too, 
■worked hard to the same purpose. But he was thinking in terms 
of several years — the time roughly necessary for the U.S. to 
free itself from bondage to Arab oil. That was the rationale of 
his adopted step-by-step strategy. 

The gain to Israel from Mr. Be gin's approach may be counted 
in weeks, if that. 

Most paradoxically, while apparently striving to obtain for 
Israel some immunity from the U.S. squeeze, Mr. Begin has 
been repeatedly taking action calculated to incite It. The latest 
examrje is the Cabinet decision on Sunday to equalize services 
for all residents of Eretz Yisrael. 

Mr. Begin baa assured the whole world that the move was not 
prompted by any idea of annexation of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. But since there is no provision for this plan in the 
government's budget, perhaps it should not be taken seriously. 
If that is the case, what was the point — to annoy Washington? 
And If it is serious, where will the funds come from? 

Perhaps these are Idle questions, if Mr. Be gin’s main purpose 
was to make what he considers a humanitarian gesture. But 
gestures that seem to conflict with political realities sow confu- 
sion. This is what Mr. Begin has succeeded in doing since the 
Vance visit. 


Conflict of interests 

THE TROUBLE with controls is that they are rigid. This is the 
main problem that faced the Asher committee, whose report on 
private concerns owned by Cabinet ministers was presented to 
the Prime Minister on Sunday. 

?:i attempt to eliminate possible conflicts of interest 
eea a member of the Government's personal activities and 
his activities as a public servant, the committee recommends 
that he dispossess himself of all business . assets — by selling 
them off, or leasing them out, or handing them over to his 
children or other relatives (but not to his wife).. 

These options are often acceptable. Industry Minister Ylgal 
Hurvitz, for example, has already complied. But what of a 
znir tster w he does not have a convenient relative standing by — 
5^ -v.t. up -Z3 ft: : rej? srt requires) , and air : idy employed for at 
least one year in the company? 

And if he does have a suitably qualified son or sons to take 
over, will that abolish conflict of Interests? Suppose he leases 
his company to an outsider, he will take it back wben he loses of- 
fice. Ministerial appointments do not offer job security. It Is dif- 
ficult for a man to surrender for good an enterprise that he has 
spent all his life building up, when all he is offered In exchange 
Is a spell In the Cabinet, that may conceivably only last a few 
months. 

On the other hand, once a politician joins the most powerful, 
exclusive board of directors in the land, he can reasonably be 
expected to shed other administrative responsibilities, and 
focus all his energies exclusively on the new job. Politics, for a 
man of Cabinet standing. Is a full-time occupation, and he must 
resign from any position which might distract his attention, 
even for a fleeting moment, from the onerous duties with which 
he has been entrusted. 

The whole issue could be simplified If it was decided that the 
abuse to be prevented was a conflict of responsibilities, rather 
than a conflict of Interests. The Asher committee seems In prac- 
tice to have done that. People are liable to have all sorts of. 
private Interests, not only financial ones. What is important is to 
make sure that Cabinet ministers do not have any outside 
employment, and do not exercise any management functions of 
a private nature. 

A minister selling off his business cannot be prevented from 
putting the money he receives into stocks and shares. The com- 
mittee does not deny him that right. What it does ask is that he 
should abstain from administering any securities in his posses- 
sion. The portfolio should be managed for him by some outside 
trustee. 

He will continue to enjoy the financial benefit, but the benefits 
too will be subject to public scrutiny via the State Comptroller, 
which is a reasonable stipulation. 
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The virtues of gradualism 




THE TIME has come, I believe, for 
the rehabilitation of Kissinger and 
Kissingeriam. Not because the 
former Secretary of State is really in 
need of it, but because of the almost 
complete failure of bis successor's 
latest mission to the Middle East. 

Kissinger failed too, at least once 
in a much more spectacular fashion. 
But we need to understand that the 
much jibbed-at Kissinger system of 
negotiation, and hia policy of “step 
by step" diplomacy, provided an 
avenue for progress towards peace, 
which la quite patently absent in the 
much more ambitious and inspiring 
.idea of a final peace settlement 
(heralded by both President Garter 

- and — for different reasons and with 
different intentions — Prime 
Minister Begin. 

‘ It has been argued that the interim 
, agreements .caused Israel to give up 
'concrete assets — territories — in 
return for promises and empty 
words. But this, of course, would be 
the basis of any settlement between 
Israel and hoc Arab neighbours. 
Israel needs recognition and 
(peaceful co-existence — which by 
their very nature are less tangible 
assets than territories. 

Moreover, the real question one. 
has to ask oneself Is: where would 
we be today without those interim 
agreements? 

Have they led to no changes in the 
political reality of the region which 
create the possibility for the next 
step? Have they had no bearing on 
the continuing Inter-Arab struggle 
between moderates and extremists? 
Might we not have faced another 
Khartoum conference of “No's," or 
quite possibly another costly war? 
And even though Mr. Begin keeps In- 
sisting that there is no need for 
Israel to co-ordinate her posltior 
with the U.S. — could we have done 
without those agreements, with 
America? (Incidentally, the 
American pledge not to change 
Resolution 242 has been described by 
political observers in Washington as 
a "far-sighted act of the Rabin 
government in 197S.*’) 

THE ANSWERS to these questions 
seem to be self-evident. Not only 
would rejection of the “step-by-step" 
policy have resulted in a stalemate 

— which, as the Yom Klppur war 
proved, could only have led to 
another explosion — but the alter- 
native of an overall settlement did 
not really exist at all. 

The stage was not set for it. And It 
seems mast doubtful that it is now. 
In contrast to the Israel 
Government’s optimistic 
statements, the Vance mission has

clearly revealed just how wide the 
“gap between Israel and the Arabs 
still la — even on matters of 
procedure, to say no t hin g of most 
matters of substance, which haven’t 
even come up yet. 

The truth is that neither Israel nor 
the Arabs are ready yet for the kind 
o* compromise needed If a com- 
prehensive peace settlement is to be- 
signed. 

It would be a serious mistake to 
i ass ume that the Arab demands for 
full Israeli withdrawal to the 1987 
boundaries and the establishment of 
a Palestinian State are no more than 
opening positions at the start of 
negotiations. A very radical change 
of heart among the Arabs Is needed 
if even their moderate leaders axe to 
content themselves with less. 

But Israel, too, will not be very 
easy to accommodate. The previous 
administration was as adamantly 
opposed as the present one to any 
idea of a “Palestinian state." But at 
least the Labour government was 
prepared to consider territorial com- 
promise on the West Bank. And 
whenever the U.S. government — or 
world opinion — raised the Palesti- 
nian question, the answer was that it 
could find its solution within the 
framework of a settlement with Jor- 
dan. 

Now, ’if Jordan is no longer con- 
sidered a partner for negotiations, it 
is not surprising that more and more 
of those who are looking for an 
answer of some kind should turn to 
the PLO. Indeed, this Is the first 
clear result of Begin’s uncom- 
promising stand on the West Bank 
issue. 

WHAT TYPE OF overall settlement 
could be even remotely acceptable to 
Israel under the present conditions? 
Reasonable-sounding declarations 
for outside consumption, about 
“everything being open for 
negotiation," are one thing . But 
when these are coupled with fierce 
opposition at home to the very notion 
of “compromise," they are not likely 
to convince too many people abroad, 
and they will certainly not pave the 
way in Israel for the kind of flex- 
ibility that is needed if there la going 
to be an end to the conflict. 

Quite clearly, either Mr. Begin is

Geneva Is no more than another way 
of gaining time while maintaining 
the status quo. 

Such a strategy, however, can 
have only one of two results: either 
an Imposed solution (which of course 
will never be called that), or war 
(which will solve nothing, as wehave. 
learnt at great cost). 

Israel would be the main loser if 
there is an imposed settlement. The 
Arabs cannot be - expected to ac- 
quiesce in the continued preserva- 
tion of the status qua And neither the' 
Arabs nor the Israelis are ready for 
the far-reaching compromises need- 
ed to achieve an overall settlement. 
Both aides have nnthjng to gain by 
war. But wars in this area have a 
tendency to break out against all 
logic. The only possible alternative, 
then, is a return to the policy of 
"step-by-step." 

THIS BRINGS us back to Dr. 
Kissinger, hi one of his well-known 
essays, written a long time before he' 
became involved in policy-making, 
the Harvard professor defined two 
different approaches to reality, 
that of the statesman and that of the 
prophet: 

"The statesman manipulates 
reality: his first goal Is survival; ... 
He is inclined to erect hedges against 
the possibility that even the most 
brilliant Idea might prove abortive 
... To the statesman, gradualism Is 
the essence of stability ... by con- 
trast, the prophet is less concerned 
with manipulating than with 
creating reality. What is possible In- 
terests him less than what is “right" 
... He believes in total solutions...” . 

Now there is something very at- 
tractive about prophets: they 

represent the finest aspirations of 
mankind; they try to create a better 
world, rather than accept the im- 
perfect order of the day. The only 
trouble with them is that their 
success, such as it Is, depends large- 
ly on historical circumstances. Their 
personal traits of character, 
however important, are not enough. 

When time is not ripe for them, 
prophets are apt to turn into false 
messiahs. As Kissinger put it, “the

But . for the 
revolutionary approach to succeed, 
a revolutionary situation la needed. 
Despite all his "prophetic" or 
revolutionary qualities, Lenin had to 
wait a very long time for his Oc- 
tober. And Herzl, 50 years before hia 
time, would have been no more than 
one of the early Zionist writers. 

In short, there can be little doubt 
that “creating a hew reality" in the 
Middle East is a far more ecstatic 
prospect than “manipul atin g" the 
' present one. A total solution of the 
conflict is greatly preferable to the 
‘uneasy patchwork of interim 
agreements. But in this, as in so 
many other cases, what maybe right 
is less relevant than what is possible. 

FOR IN OUR CASE the reality 
which has to be changed is not only 
an external one, involving big power 
relations, strategic conditions and 
such Hke, but the men'to beliefs, pre- 
judices, memories and conflicting 
aspirations, carefully nurtured over 
many decades. This cannot be done 
by a single sweeping solution. . . 

Except in wars and revolutions, 
history does not normally progress 
by leaps and bounds — certainly not 
where long-standing feuds between 
nations are concerned. But another 
war is something we dearly wish to 
avoid, and any Arab revolution 
would very likely only deepen enmi- 
ty to Israel. 

Now Mr. Begin may consider 
himself as something of a 
“prophet." But, to quote Kissinger 
once more: “He (the prophet) win 
risk everything, because his vision Is 
the primary significant reality to 
Mm.” 

Moreover, except in revolutionary 
circumstances, "prophecy" is tile 
death of statesmanship. Despite his 
- repeated avowals 7>T sincere desire 
for peace, all that Begin has acMev- . 


ed so far is another Impasse, deeper 
than ever before. At the same time 
he has increased Arab inflexibility, 
widened the gap between Israel and 
the U.S-,- and — while jeering at the 
previous government’s Insistence on 
Israel-Amerlcan co-ordination of 
views — brought about Arab- 
Am eric an co-ordination instead. 

YET THE SITUATION is not 
hopeless, if we are realistic enough 
to content ourselves with possible In- 
stead of ideal solutions. . 

We do not necessarily have to wait 
for the coming of the Messiah. We 
could return to step-by-step 
strategy. Changes, however small, 
have a dynamic of their own. On e lit- 
tle step forward may represent very 
little progress. But in a succession of 
such steps, each one serves as a 
preparation for the next — until 
reality has taken on an entirely new 
character. 

True enough, even a policy of In- 
terim agreements would come up 
’ against a dead end if Jordan were to 
be excluded from Its ambit. But it 
may be hoped that the logic of the 
step-by-step approach would cause 
the present government’s inflexibili- 
ty on the West Bank to wither away. 
Otherwise its floods of 
proclamations about peace will 
prove to be nothing but empty words. 

“Prophets" may be wedded to the 
notion of "all or nothing." More 
ear thb o und politicians must know 
that since "all" cannot be achieved, 
the almost inevitable result of such a 
conception is “nothing." Indeed, in 
many cases this is exactly what is 
meant from the outset. That would 
explain why people who rejectany 
idea of territorial compromise in the 
major area at dispute, keep insisting 
on nothing less than a final over-all 
peace settlement.
